American system of illumination. 

Nutrition tor the Brain.

day ot muscular labor. 
Second—Brain-workers, as a class, are 
more active in their work than mechanics 
and laborers, the thinking powers, the tools

Dr. Beard, to corroberate his views, cites 
various nationalities. For example, the 
Romans, Persians and Babylonians were 
dominant nations among the ancients, and 
they were tree and luxurious in their 
habits of eating. Im modern times the 
English, Germans, French and Americans 
are ruling nations, and they are good feed- 
ers and some of them pretty hard drinkers.
